WASHINGTON, May 16—The official 


notification of the Senate to-day that 
the resignation of Senators Conkling 
and Platt had been forwarded to the 
Governor of New York took every- 
body by surprise. The Western As- 
sociated Press reporter mixed among 
the Senators to get their opinions. 
The surprise was so complete that 
the Senators had not time to form 
opinions, and generally expressed 
conjectures and surmises. One Re- 
publican Senator said that Colliding 
and Platt had better be re-elected by 
the New York Legislature now in 
session, and that will be claimed as 
the endorsement of their opposition 
to Robertson at the hands of the Re- 
publican party of New York. The 
Republicans all feel sure of Conk- 
ling's re-election, but some few have 
doubts about Platt. The Democratic 
Senators univesally express gratifi- 
cation at the'resignations. They say 
it "widens the breach in the Republi- 
can party of New York and increases 
the bitterness of the stalwarts towards 
the Administration. The Democrats 
now have a majority in the Senate, 
bnt so far as can be learned no at- 
tempt will be made towards reform- 
ing the committees of the Senate. 
Pendelton, Chairman ef the Demo- 
cratic caucus, said no such action 
will be thought of; that the commit- 
tees will remain as now organized. 


Vice President Arthur to Resign. 
WASHINGTON, I/ay 16.—The theory 


which has been advanced that Sena 
tors Platt :and Conkling are quite 
confident of being returned by the 
New York Legislature is very gen- 
erally accepted, but in some quarters 
it is maintained that on account of 
the Legislature having heretofore

and jtiht us sooii, too, as 1 did. I did 
not hate to guide him. I followed along 
by tbe side of the stampede, and soon 
over-took tbe leaden. It don't do to 
try and turn a ran too quick. I kept 
by the side of the leaders and quarter- 
ing on them, striking their flanks and 
pushing gradually (gainst them on the 
left, slowly turned the leaders slightly 
to the right. If that can be done, it is 
only a matter of time before the line of 
cattle will 'mill' itself. The leaders only 
need be turned, the rest all blindly fol- 
low. By constantly keeping them turn- 
ed to the right, the leaders were swung 
clear around finally, »nd overtook the 
fag end of the line. 


"There were running around in a cir- 


cle, the center of which soon closed up 
and they were 'milling;' that is, they 
had formed a solid wheel and kept going 
round and round themselves in the same 
space of ground. I tell you that cow* 
boy and myself did some tall riding 
round that 'mill' to keep the outside 
stock from flying off at a tangent, as they 
will do sometimes. Little by little they 
slowed down, and as soon aa we could 
make our voices heard we quieted them 
by singing and talking to them. 


"There is nothing which will bring a 


crazy steer to bis senses as auick as the 
sound of a human voice, ana if you can 
only sine a little you can do the work all 
the quicker. The clashing and cracking 
of honu and the pound of hoofs grew 
less and less deafening; one-after another 
would recognize our voices and slow 
down, until finally, almost aa suddenly 
as it had started, the run was at an end, 
and the cattle as quiet and well-be- 
haved as ever.

[From Mtttermch's Memoirs ] 


In my whole life I have only known 


ten or twelve persons with whom it was 
pleasant to speak—i. e., who keep to 
the subject, do not repeat themselves 
and do not talk of themselves; men who 
do not listen to their own voice, who are 
cultivated enough not to lose themselves 
in commonplaces, and, lastly, who 
possess fact and good taste enough not 
to elevate their own persons above their 
subjects. 


I should have liked Robespierre bet- 


ter than Abbe de Fradt, and Attila bet- 
ter than Quiroga. A tyrant does not 
alarm me; I should know how to avoid 
his attacks or bear them with honor. 
But the radical mania, the sentimental 
Boudoir-Philanthropist, make me un- 
comfortable. I like iron and gold, but I 
hate tin and copper. This childish feel- 
ing is so decided in me that I never can 
endure plated things. 


In writing it very often happens that 


I leave out many a verb or noun—a very 
bad habit. In my private office I have 
a secretary, whose duty it is to supply 
these omissions. As he has filled this 
position for ten years, he knows my 
thoughts; but sometimes he does not 
succeed in guessing, and then he asks 
me. Generally I take the pen out of his 
hand and strike out the whole sentence, 
which is both convenient and useful, for 
in business one always says rather too 
much than too little. 


I am not accessible to fear; I know no 


other than the fear lest I should mistake 
what is good and right. Oue day a 
thief, or perhaps a murderer, got in at 
my window and stood by my bed; he 
thought I slept, but I observed him. I 
allowed him to come nearer without 
moving, but loosened my sheets so that 
nothing might be in my way. One 
jump and I stood up, seized him, threw 
him out of the window and lay down 
again. "He or I" was my thought. 
That is logic in business, as with rob- 
bers. This circumstance took place in 
the year 1811, 


I have the bad habit of not going to 


sleep without reading for an hour or 
half an hour. I generally, however, 
read nothing which is connected with 
my business. I busy myself with sci- 
entific literature, discoveries, travels 
and simple narratives. Novels I never 
read, unless they have become classics 
and thus have some literary value. 
The common novel does not interest me; 
I always find them far beneath what I 
conceive; impressive situations coine be- 
fore me always too strongly, and I can- 
nut prevent myself from looking at the 
last page—where people are married op 
killed—at the same time as the title 
page. Then nothing is left for me but 
to say Amen, and the romance for me 
is lost.
